Waiting to Hear From Germany. 

Administration officials still were 
awaiting the receipt of the. appen- 
dices of the latest German memoran- 
dum on the subject which contain what 
is alleged to be a copy of confidential 
instructions given to British sea cap- 
tains.: If this document contains what 
the German government claims, it is 
said to be probable inquiries may be 
addressed to Great Britain on the sub- 
ject. The British government some 
time ago assured the United States 
that its merchant ships would not op- 
erate. offensively. 

Germany, in its memorandum, gives 
as one of the. cardinaj reasons for its 
determination to sink armed merchant 
ships of her enemies without warning 
the fact that German submarines have 
been fired upon repeatedly by mer- 
chantmen which apparently were en- 
gaged in peaceful pursuits of com- 
merce. 

A high official of. the state depart- 
ment, questioned about this conten- 
tion, gave it as his opinion that there 
might, in certain cases, be justifica- 
tion for one belligerent committing 
acts in retaliation for violations of 
international. law committed by an 
enemy. The department will not make 
any decision in this connection until 
it has had opportunity to carefully in- 
spect the appendices to the German 
memorandum. 

It also was indicated at the state 
department today that Germany by re- 
cent acts had shown a disposition: to 
change her original position in regard 
to the right of merchant ships to carry 
defensive armament. Originally, the 
Berlin government denied that it was 
legal for merchant ships to arm at ali.

FRENCH ‘RETAKE 
CAPTURED FORT. 


Paris, . Fepruary 26.—The official 
statement issued by the war office to- 
night mentions the sanguinary strug- 
gle which has been going on around 
Fort Dovaumont, which it describes as 
“an advance. element of the old de- 
fensive organization of the fortress of 
Verdun,” and declares that the position 
captured this morning by the Germans 
was reached again by the French 
troops, who advanced beyond that point 
and have resisted all attempts to drive 
them back. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“In Artois mine fighting has been in 
progress. We exploded two mimes, one 
to the west of the road to Lilles and 
the second to the east of Neuville-5St.

FORT WAS WON 


BY GERMAN CHARGE. 


Berl February 26.-—(Via London.) 
It is officially announced that Fort 
Douaumont, one of the fortifications 
of Verdun, was taken by storm 
day afternoon and is now firmly held 
by the Germans. — 

, The official announcement is as fol- 
ows: ) ' 

“The anmored fort, Douaumont, the 
northeastern corner plllar of the -per- 
manent main line fortifications of the 
stronghold at Verdun, was stormed yes- 
terday afternoon by the Twenty-fourth 
regiment of Brandenburg infantry and 
is now firmly in German hands.”

Fort Douaumont lies four miles 
northeast of Verdun. It is one of near- 
ly a score of forts circling Verdun and 
is situated just to the north of the 
= running east from the city of 

etz. 

Douaumont is one of a cluster of sev- 
en forts protecting Verdun from the 
east. Forts De Sauville, De Tavannes 
and St. Michel lie directly between the 
position conquered by the Germans and 
the city of Verdun. . 

The conquest of this fort was made 
by the right wing of the huge attack- 
ing army, which has scored the great- 
est advance in the assault on the 
French positions. Douaumont is some- 
where to the east of what has hitherto 
been the principal line of progress, be- 
ing situated four miles east of the 
Meuse river. The main force of the 
German attack as indicated by the p¥e- 
viéus official communications, was be- 
ing exerted southward along. the 
Meuse. 

Furious Onslaught. 


The capture of Douaumont is’ the: 
most important. achievement since the 
inauguration of the German drive at 
Verdun—an onslaught which for fury 
and for weight of men and guns has 
few precedents in the war. 

The French war office has expressed 
confidence that, notwithstanding the 
admitted great strength of the Ger- 
man drive, Verdun and its protecting 
fortresses would -be able to hold out. 
These positions form what has been 
regarded as one of the greatest etrong- 
holds of Europe. . Jt‘ is‘ the strongest 
fortress of France, and is of particular 
importance from the fact it offers di- 
rect communication with Paris, which 
is 150 miles to the west. Verdun marks 
the northerly point of the great French 
defenses against direct attacks from 
German territory, the most southerly 
‘being Belfort, as between these two 
points lies the stretch of frontier on 
which Germany touches France, France 
Nas other fortified forts further north, 
although of minor importance, as they 
were along the line of contact with 
Belgium and Luxemburg. The most | 
important probably of these latter was 
Maubeuge, which: was taken by the 
Germans with sacrifices to them esti-| 
mated at the time’in September, 1914, 
as between 80,000 and. 140,000. Since 
that date no important foftress has 
fallen to the Germans on the western 
front. At the same period a desperate 
effort was made te reduce Verdun, and 
some of the incidents of the fighting 
which then occurred were of a memor- 
able character. 


Germans Were Trapped. 


During the siege of Fort Troyon, 
néar Verdun, in September, 1914, the 
commander of the fort ceased to reply 
to the bombardment. The Germans, it 
was said, believing that the fort had 
been evacuated approached in order to 
destroy a redoubt. The commander of 
the fort then set fire to two carloads 
of straw inside the structure, and the 
Germans, convinced that their shells 
‘had started the fire and that they 
could easily take the place, advanced 
in close formation. The French sud- 
denly brought their machine guns to 
bear with a deadly fire, and the bodies

The construction of abattoirs in 

southern Georgia and northern Florida 
has made the commercial paper on 
meats an increasing item on the fed- 
eral bank’s accounts. 
The bank handles a large number of 
notes in sums of $50 or $100 each on 
truck farms in southern .Georgia ‘and 
Florida, thus aiding the smaller truck- 
er in the production of his crop. 

Georgia and Florida naval stores fur- 
nish another substantial item. 
Worthy of note is the process’of dry- 
ing and curing corn in Florida, thus 
ridding it of the weevil and making it 
fit for export, which also puts it in 
such condition that it is very desirable 
security for paper to be rediscounted 
in the Atlanta bank. 

Secured by Hay. 

From Florida come also paper se- 
cured by peanut tops hay, the curing 
and baling of which has been so per- 
fected that it is a very stable product. 
Some paper is also discounted on pea- 
nuts and chufas, this in most instances 
being when these nuts’ are bought and 
held for seed. 
Cotton seed products, such as cotton 
seed meal and acid phosphate for the 
manufacture of fertilizers, secure bilis 
of acceptance which are readily han- 
dled through the federal bank. 
An interesting product which is assum- 
ing some prominence in Florida is the, 
manufacture of camphor, although the 
Federal Reserve Bank has not handled 
much paper upon this product yet. The 
Florida camphor is distilled from. the 
camphor. tree which grows there and its 
sold largely to refiners in Philadelphia.

The gourth branch of the Carnegie 
library, known as the South branch 
located at the corner of Georgia and 
Capitol avenues, has been completed 
and will be ready for occupancy on 
March 1, 

The building is of the Spanish style 
of architecture, built of light pressed 
brick, with projecting red tile rof, and 
window casements and frames painted 
a Pompeliian green. ; 

While this is the fourth branch of 
the library, it is only the second to 
occupy its own building—the other be- 
ing the Anne Wallace branch on Luckie 
street, which was completed in 1910. 
Oakland City branch, which was open- 
ed in 1912, occupies rented quarters, 
and Uncle 
1913, through the courtesy of the Un- 
cle Remus Memorial association, occu- 
pies a room in the.Uncle Remus home. 

The South branch had its beginning 


Remus branch, opened in' 


in November, 1914, when lL. M. Dodd, 
of 167 East Georgia avenue, offered 
the library space fn the Ddack or tis 
store to place a deposit of books. The 
deposit was installed with an attend- 
ant from the library in charge. The 
first afternoon 9 books were issued, but 
in a few weeks’ time the circulation 
had increased to 175 books.¢ 

It was quite apparent that hére was 
a large community rémote from the 
main library ‘which neéded the library 
facilities that only a building and its 
equipment could give. A. W.:.Farlinger 
who was a member of the library .com- 
‘mittee of council in 1914, became in- 
terested in securing a branch The 
money for .the building could. be ob- 
tained from the Carnegie corporation, 
provided.the city would furnish a. lot. 
When Mr. Farlinger became chairman 
of the finance committee of council in 
1915, he gave the matter his active 
support, as did also. the mayor, andi. 


provision was', made for the puf- 


chase of the lot. 


The Carnegie corporation gave $17,-| 


000 for the building, thus making a 
total of $177,000 that the city has re- 
ceived from the Carnegie corporation 
for library buildings. 

From this little deposit in the rear 
of a store; over $0,000 books have been 
circulated in the last year, and with the 
increased opportunity offered by the 
new building this will doubtless be- 
come one of the most active of all the 
library’s branches.

Crystaline Reck Weakening. 

Dr. S&S. W. McCalile, state geologist 
for Georgia, and other scientists, who 
have made a study of this series of 
darthquakes, are of the opinion that 
the crystaline rock which underlies tr 
Piedmont plateau if weakening ans 
that there is a stress area extending in 
a northerly-southerly line practically | 
entirely across the states of Southy Be 
Carolina and Géorgia. This stress area 
seems to have been giving away during 
the last four or five years and has set- 
tled. perceptibly ‘once each of the last 
three years, between the months of 
January and May. The strata of rock 
underlying the Piedmont plateau is 
gaid to be the oldest rock formation in 
America. The opinion is not held that 
the catastrophe which occurred — at 
Charleston, 8. C., in 1886, is connected 
with the presént settling movement, 
since the rock strata there is a differ-

the legislative interest act and tells how well 
it is working. After having fought the law 
vigorously, banking institutions of that state 
are now more than satisfied with it and 
would not assent to its repeal, 

In cases of loans involving only a few 
dollars for a comparatively brief period, it 
is reasonable that charge be made for serv- 
ice that will at least compensate for render- 
ing it. But when it comes to the loan of 
$100 or more, and for any period, the country 
banks of Mississippi follow strictly the let- 
charge more 
than 8 per cent per annum. Viasheanans of 
interest and in some cases even forfeiture 
of principal, are the deterrent penalties, 

Thus has Mississippi solved the problem, 
and extortionate interest in that state has 
become a thing of the past. What Missis- 
sippi has done Georgia and other states can 
do equally well, and they should do it. 

lf Georgia’s usury law is wrong, then it 
should be repealed or modified, but in any 
event, whatever it specifies, it should. be 
strictly and rigidly obeyed. 

Indications. are from statements and 
charges which have been made with refer- 
ence to ihterest rates in Georgia that what 
our usury law most needs is strengthening. 
at least to the point of efficient enforcement. 
If national banks are to be compelled to 
obey it} as is announced from Washington, 
so should the state banks. 

If present Georgia laws will not protect 
heft people from extortionate interest, then 


such laws as will do it. 


GETTING READY FOR IT. 


Although European peace may be one or 
more years in the future, Germany is even 


| now getting ready for it. Plans are already 
_ being made for the organization at once of 
fan “economic general staff,” which shall 


take charge of and control the numerous 
business problems already presenting them- 
selves, and, most important of all, shall 
handle the labor market problem, the sup- 
‘plying of raw materials and financing and 
support in the export trade when the war 
is over. 

This action on the part of Germany is 
characteristic. It was complete military pre- 
paredness that saved her from her enemies 
when war burst upon Europe; it is to be 


that other Atlanta citizens are thinking 


as he says, are eager to have something 
done. 

To accomplish the transformation At- 
lanta needs fewer men of thought and more 
of action. If a vote were taken tomorrow 
upon the question as to whether Atlanta’s 
system of government should be changed to 
a more concentrated and more efficient 
form, the affirmative would undoubtedly 
carry by four to one or more. Why, then, 
don’t we do something about it? The senti- 
ment is right and needs but to be crystal- 
ized into organization with definite purpose. 

As the situation stands now, Atlanta is 
perhaps one of the worst board-ridden cities 
in the United States. Under the present 
plan it takes thirty members of council and 
95. board members to run the city govern- 
ment, practically enough to run the whole 
state. And the tendency is under the pres- 
ent regime, instead of cutting down, every 
now and then to add a new board to it! 

Atlanta’s citizens have often witnessed 
and are well aware of the conflict and con- 
fusion brought about as the direct result 
of the present cumbersome and unwieldy 
system: Instead of improving, the situation 
is growing worse every day. The board and 
council system bind the city as effectively 
as would shackles, and we can hope for. no 
great forward progress or development until 
the chains are broken. 

Some 350 cities, among them many of the 
foremost in the United States, have already 
taken the essential step and have found the 
result satisfactory. Atlanta must follow suit 
and get to the basis of concentrated author- 
ity and responsibility. It is inevitable, and 
thé sooner we can bring about the essential 
change the better it will be for the city and 
everybody interested in it.

But what 
are we doing toward getting ready to meet 
the new financial and commercial conditions 
that must come with the return of Huropean 
peace? That they will be different from 
those of today, none can question. But 
wherein will they be different and what 
shalk we have to do to meet them? That 
is the problem, and we are making no or 
ganized effort to solve it. 

Whatever we may think at the moment 
of conditions which will follow the return 
of peace, the one thing certain is that we 
are going to have to meet the fiercest foreign 
competition, both here at home and abroad, 
we have known in all our commercial 
history. : 

That is one situation which, whatever 
else may come, we owe it to ourselves to 
be prepared to take care of, and yet we 
have done absolutely nothing toward it. 

It is a problem that demands official and 
organized solution, possibly important and 
carefully planned congressional action. There 
are others like it. It is about time we were 
getting busy with them.

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STRENGTHEN THE LAW 
TO STOP LYNCHING 


Editor Constitution: Every law-abiding 
citizen in Georgia has read with ‘increasing 
hope your able editorials on lynch-law. That 
blistering evil cannot be protested too strong- 
ly, for in the practice of mobbery there is 
thrown to the winds the safeguard of every 
home—the law. 

But inasmuch as this evil is common in 
every part of our country, we must look not 


only to Georgia but beyond to find the cause. 


We learn in the inexorable laws of physics 
that there is a cause for every effect. This 
law obtdins in every realm of nature, rence, 
no effective remedy for the evil of lynching 
can be applied until we locate the cause. 

The first fundamental fact underlying 
this nation-wide disease of lynching is: 

The almost unlimited rights guaranteed 
to the defendant in all felony cases, 

The framers of these principles of law 
which are altogether too favorable to the 
criminal were influenced, first, by the fact 
of the nearness of our fathers to the English 
laws with their more than one hundred dif- 
‘erent penal offenses punishable with death. 
Many of these were of a political and re- 
ligious nature. With memory of injustice 
still burning in their minds, no wonder our 
constitutional laws leaned too far toward the 
defendant. It could hardly have been other- 
wise. 

Liberty and License.

tutions. They, perhaps, never dreamed that 
liberty, on the part of some, would be mis- 
taken for license. They little realized that 
that order of criminals the law is called upon 
to deal with today would ever exist in this 
country. Hence, we are trying to punish 
crime today with the same principles of law 
that our fathers intended to use to protect 
ecuted.

Should Amend Law. 


Every right-thinking man in Georgia 
knows that law ought to be amended and 
that speedily, for it outlaws all intelligence, 
all justice. It is the germ principle of lynéh- 
law. 

The defendant ought from every token to 
be put under oath so that he can be cross- 
examined like other witnesses. Why not? 

The second fundamental cause for lynch- 
ing is: 

The denial to the state the right of appeal. 

The state ought to have the same right 
of appeal on all points of law as the de- 
fendant. That right was denied the state 
by our fathers, as I said above, for the pur- 
pose of protecting the persecuted and inno- 
cent, especially in religious offenses. But it 
is being used adroitly today to protect the 
moat abandoned ‘criminals in the history of 
humanity. 

It is not the corruption of our courts nor 
the weakness of our juries that bring resent- 
ment to law which results in mob violence. 
It is the absurdity of our constitutional laws 
in felony cases. 

The court is handicapped by the restric- 
tions placed upon him, the juries are made 
almost a nonentity through the right of ap- 
peal, enjoyed only by the defendant. 

Men grow impatient and become criminals 
by taking the law into their own hands 
when justice so often miscarries under these 
two farcical principles in our criminal pro- 
cedure, 

The real cause for lynching is in the law. 
Let us amend that and remove the shame of 
lynch-law from the fair name of Georgia 
forever.

Mother Brutally Murdered. 


In the woods, the negro brutally 
murdered the mother and the child 
grew up without the attention and care 
which only a mother can give. At the 
age of 22 she was married and fs the 
mother of nine children. As a wife and 
mother, she perfotmed the duties of 
her household, which-included arduous 
tasks when the north and the south. 
were arrayed against each other. 

She found time to milk the cattle, do 
the outdoor work about the house, cul- 
tivate the garden and aid in the culti- 
vation of the farm. Clothing for the 
members of her family and the needy 
members of other families was made 
by her own hands, from the shearing 
of the sheep to the weaving ‘of the gar- 
Many of the products of her 
loom, together with that machine, are 
now in her possession, while bed cloth- 
ing made by her has been distributed 
among mary of her child 

Mrs. West is not without experience 
in facing soldiers of the enemy, and 
her thrilling experience with union 
soldiers of long ago resulted in the 
saving of a cow for Mrs. West and one 
of her neighbors to supply their needs 
of milk and butter when men of the 
community were fighting. 

Mrs. West’s account of the manner 
in which she faced the soldiers is a 
narrative which holds the close atten- 
tion of her atditors. It was during 
the time that Sherman was making 
his famous march to the sea that Mrs. 
West, a neighbor and a number of 
men whe were unable to go to the 
front through physical infirmities, 
heard the loud calls of soldiers and the 
sound of cowbells.

HOG: SHIPMENTS RIVAL 


The past week has seen some live- 
iy doings among live stock shippers 
of Georgia and Tennessee as to which 
state could furnish to the White Pro- 
vision company, of this city, the larg- 
est number of desirable hogs for the 
big local packing concern. 

Up to a short time ago the White 
Provision company had to depend en- 
tirely upon ennessee for its hogs. 
While Georgia produced a great many 
hogs, the quality was not up to the 
standard required by the packing firm, 
on account of the hogs being fed on 
peanuts and having very little corn. 
The farmers realizing that hogs fed 
on péanuts were not desirable and 
were sold at a heavy discount, began 
to feed corn and other grain more ex- 
tensively, and in some sections of the 
state are now producing as good hogs 
as can be found in the eountry. 

One of the big eg shipments 
last week was from W. B. Roddenber- 
ry, of Cairo, from whom the local 
packing company received a full car- 
load of very fine 200-pound average 
uniform size hogs, which had been 
fattened on potatoes, and were a fine 
class of hogs. , 

A. J. Evans, of Fort Valley, Ga., was 
in with a load of very fine lightweight 
—good quality—hogs. This is the 
fifth car of hogs from Mr. Evans in the 
past two weeks and is evidence of the 
thrift and progressiveness of the farm- 
ers in his community. 

Mr. Evans is a strong believer in di- 
versified farming. e is an exten- 
sive raiser of fine beef cattle and good 
hogs. He operates enormous peach or- 
chards, being one of the largest peach 
shippers in the state and it at the head 
of two pone canneries and also presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Bank of Fort 
Valley. He does not believe in doing 
things in a small way, and openly as- 
serts that Houston and adjoining 
counties shall lead in the production of 
beef ‘cattle and hogs, and that Fort 
Valley : shall become one of Georgia's 
best live stock shipping points. He 
has certainly started things out strong 
for 1916. 

Hogs receipts in Atlanta this week 
were about equally divided between 
Tennessee and Georgia, with prospects 
of the Georgia shippers gaining still

CIVIC CLEAN-UP; 
HOW TO MAKE IT 
MOST -EFFECTIVE 


- “If clean-up work is to be effective,” 
writes Manton M. Carrick, M. a 
The American Club Woman, “the may- 
or and the town councilmen and the 
ministers and business men and school’ 
teachers must all come into the Civic 
league which should grow out of the 
preliminary work done by the women. 
Streets must be cleaned. Refuse must 
be hauled away and disposed of in 
some way that will prevent it from be- 
coming a menace to the public health. 

“Men still hold the public purse 
strings and if they are interested in 
cleaning up the town the money will 
be forthcoming to pay the expenses. 
Giving prizes for the cleanest premises 
is a good investment. They need not 
be large, but there should@be a chance 
for even the humblest householder to 
compete. 

“Attractiveness comes next. A gal- 
lon of paint and a few peukanes of 
flower seed will work, wonders, if only 
the dwellers in a home catch the spirit 
of enthusiasm and put in some hours 
of work that cost nothing. A week of 
civic clean-up will. not cost much for 
the volunteer labor atténds to most of 
it. The town should furnish teams to 
carry away refuse. The city fathers 
can be shown that cleanliness means 
less expense in the prevention of. dis- 
ease and rendering ges | person in the 
town more efficient and a better citi- 
zen. 

‘If you can only manage one clean- 
up day in your town, do that and be 
sure that you never did a better thing 
for the health and prosperity of your 
town.

Applied to the 


Idea Is to Be 
Defensive. Works 


Of the Big Canal---The Strategy 


_ Situation in the U. S.“Gibraltar.”” 


By RENE BACHE 


ROFITING by the importance of 

trenches, as revealed by the 
* present war, Uncle Sam has de- 
cided upon similar methods for the 
defence of the Panama canal. For 
this reason the important feature of 
the fortifications of the big ditch is 
the system of earthworks by which 
the locks are to. be protected. In- 
trenchments of the most elaborate 
kind, and corresponding in character 
to the latest European methods of 
subterranean defence, are now being 
made. Approach to these earthworks 
is to be made practically impossible 


by barbwire entanglements, moats,,. 


pits containing sharp, upturned 
spikes and other death-dealing de- 
vices of the most devilish ingenuity. 


Such “field works” are in process 
of construction at three places along 
the line of the interoceanic water- 
way—at Gatun, where there are 
three flights of locks; at Pedro Mi- 
guel, where there is one flight; and 


at Miraflores (a short distance from. 


the Pacific end), where there are two 
flights. 

It has been suggested that a big 
mortar of the kind riow in use by the 
European armies might, if landed 
from an enemy ship some distance 
up or down the coast, drop explo 
sive shells into the locks—from as 
far away perhaps as 15 or even 20 
miles. Two or three such projectiles, 
properly aimed (the range being de- 
termined with the help of aero-

planes) would be likely to put the 
canal out of business for six months. 

Here, in fact, is one reason why 
our military authorities are so anx- 
ious to place on the Isthmus a force 
sufficiently large to prevent an é6ne 
my from making a successful attack. 
Such an attempt might even be made 
by some thousands of bluejackets 
and marines landed from a hostile 
fleet, and, as matters now stand, with 
fair prospect of success, At present 
our mobile garrison in the Zone—as 
distinguished from the nine compa- 
nies of coast artillery that man the 
seacoast forts—comprises only three 
infantry regiments, plus a company 
of engineers and a signal corps 
platoon. 

The secretary of war, the other 
day, said that the force maintained 
at all times in the Zone should, at 
the least, comprise nine regiments 
of infantry (three brigades); one 
regiment of cavalry; one regiment of 
field artillery with 3-inch mountain 
howitzers; two battalions of engi- 
neers; one signal corps battalion; 
one aeroplane squadron: one tele- 
graph company and 21 companies of 
coast artillery. . 


Danger of a Naval Attack. 


Thig would represent a total of 


about 24,000 enlisted men and offt- 
cers. It is properly to be regarded 
as a minimum because of the cer- 
tainty that an enemy, if our fleet 
were beaten, would promptly land 
from trahsports a considerable army 
on the isthmus. To send adequate 
re-enforcements for our garrison 
and to get them there in time to save 
the canal (supposing one ocean ‘still 
to be open to us), would be difficult 
and perhaps impossible.

W. A. R, Means “We Are Ready,” 
Now, as for the navy, one easily 
understands that its work as a de 
fender of the waterway is not accom- 
plished by keeping warships during 
peace times in the near neighbor 
hood of the canal. This remark, 
however, should be qualified by one 
important exception. At all times a 
“section” of submarines, comprising 
five of these boata, is kept in the 
canal; and two steamers (one of 
them a vessel of good size,’ the 
Severn) are now provided to 


“mother” and look after them. 


A fully-equipped submarine “base” 
is maintained at Cristobal, which is 
the new American town adjoining the 
old Spanish town of Colon, at the 
Atlatitic end of the ditch. Located 


there is a machine shop, for “tinker- | 


ing up” the undersea boats when 
they need it. Spare parts for them 
are kept in stock, and fuel oil in 
tanks. The “tenders” (as the two 
steamers are called) tow them back 
and forth through the canal—as, for 
instance, when they go to Gatun 
lake for practice work in diving.

The submarines have nothing else 
to do, except to wait for possible 
war. In the event of an outbreak of 
hostilities they would make it their 
business to attack any enemy ships 
that might venture to approach the 
canal from the.sea. Thus they may 
properly be considered as auxiliaries 
of the seacoast defences. Quarters 
aboard of them are so restricted that 
their crews live on the “tenders.” 

Twelve miles south of the city of 
Panama (which is on the Pacific side 
of the isthmus) is an island called 
Taboga. Uncle Sam is going to for- 
tify it, with a view to putting an ad- 
ditional obstacle in the way of an 
approach to the waterway’s Pacific 
entrance, which is deemed more vul- 
nerable to attack by sea than the 
Atlantic opening. But both entrances 
are already defended by works that 
seem impregnable. 

Uncle Sam's “Gibraltar.” 


At the Atlantic end, the city of 
Colon lies embraced, as if between 
‘two jaws, by the land extensions 
which form Limon bay. On Point 
Toro (the extremity of the western 
jaw) is a formidable group of con- 
crete-lined gun-emplacements called 
Fort Sherman. On the tip end of the 
eastern jaw, Point Cano Principal, is 
a similar congeries of gun pits, known 
as Fort Randolph. These works, 
being wholly underground, are not 
visible from the sea. 

For the defence of the Pacific en- 
trance advantage has been taken of 
four small islands which lie close to- 
gether and only a couple of miles off 
shore, On each of thése has been es- 
tablished a group of underground 


gun emplacements, and all of them. 


have been so connected by concrete 
causeways as to make the works a 
single system, which, as a whole, is 
called FortGrant. These four islands, 
so conveniently situated in the bay 
of Panama, are named Perico, Fia- 
menco, Culebra and Naos. Flamenco 
is: the outermost one. The inner- 


_most, Naos, is joined to the main- 


land by a causeway a mile and a half 
loug, which incidentally serves the 
purpose of. 2 breakwater. 

-Perhaps the most important de- 
fences of the Pacific end of the canai, 


however, are located on the island of 
Oahu, in the Hawaiian archipelago. 
There Uncle Sam has now all but 
completed a veritable Gibraltar, with 
a system of fortifications extending 
along the coast for @ distance of 15 
miles. At one end is a battery of 
high-power mortars emplaced in the 
crater of an extinct volcano; at the 
other end are the formidable works 
guarding the entrance to Pearl har- 
bor, our great naval base in mid- 
Pacific. 

So long as we hold possession of 
this base no enemy fleet could safe- 
ly approach the canal from the Pa- 


cific: side, because our naval forces. 


would be in its rear. A vast amount 
of money has been spent in con- 
structing these fortifications. Con- 
gress recently gave many additional 
millions wherewith to supplement 
the latter with defensive works on 
the land side, lest they be attacked 
in the rear by an army put ashore 
on some other part of the island. 

The outfit at Pearl harbor includes 
a huge ship-repairing plant, one feat- 
ure of which is the Jurgest drydock 
in the world, and enormous maga- 
zines for the storage of naval ammn- 
nition. We are now maintaining on 
the island an army of 156,000 men, 
including six regiments of infantry, 
one regiment of cavalry, one regt- 
ment of light field artillery and one 
battalion of heavy field artillery—all 
at full war strength. Thirteen coth- 
panies of coast artillery man the 
forta. 

Many Strategic Advantages. 

The danger of land attack upon the 
coast forts on the island of Oahu its 
exactly the same danger as that 
which threatens the permanent works 
at the entrance to the Panama canal.

WHO I8 ROBERT H. ERT H. MLAUGHLINt 

Recently there has been a number of in- 
pay about the author of “The Bternal 
Magdalene,” a novel of contemporary Ameri- 
can fife which has just been published. The 
author is 87 years old and was born in a 
little oil town called St. Petersburg up in 
Pennsylvania. At. that time the great oil 
fever was at its height in the eysatone 
state, and the Rockefellers were laying the 
fourdation of their enormous wealth. Mc- 
Laughlin’s father made a modest fortune in 
the oll business. When Robert H. McLaugh- 
lin was 10 years old, and after he had passed 
through the grammar school, the family 
then moved to Fostoria, Ohio, where he at- 
tended high school. It was here that the 
author did his firat work as a newspaper 
man, Dut he soon gave up this work to at- 
tend the Ohio State university, where he 
took the classical course. After. leaving 
college he went to Canton, Sage where he 
again entered the journalistic field, and at 
the time MoKinley was president he was 
editor of The Times-Democrat, of Canton. 

One of the most interesting reminiscences 
of Robert McLaughlin is to tell of the time 
when he used to come in close contact with 
governmental.and political affairs. Canton 
was a very pepular place at this time for 
McKinley, instead of going to fashionable 
watering places or to @ movntains during 
his vacation, always spent the vacation time 
in his old home. His intimate association 
with McKinley during these summers en- 
atled McLaughlin to secure valuable mate- 
rial, which he wu to good advan A in 
special newspaper articles and m 


After the death of ig hee MoLaughiin | 


went to Cleveland, and was during his 
life there as a pol ni ge eridae that he pub- 
lished his firat novel, “The Great Chadwick 
Bubble,” which enjoyed a huge pon eare 
owing to its sensational nature. finally 
gave up the political game and “accepted a 
position as press agent for B. F. Kel the 
vaudeville king, and in w= short while was 
one of the livest writers for the iy ortabong 
stage. His be age negh ha of “Silas 
by George ci ha? pode Bing 
ham'‘s company, and ing, played fn 
stock.

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Kaiser Wilhelm as Modern 

Moses Would Send 500,000 

Men Back Over Trail‘. 
Described in Exodus: 


BY ARCHIE BELLI 


CCORDING to the oldest historical document relating ° 
to the subject, the Song of Deborah, the lady © 
who. sat under a palm tree (Judges V), there 
were forty thousand men capable of bearing’ arms: 

when Moses attempted to “personally cohduct” the Israel- 


itish nation across the Sinai peninsula from Egypt to the 
promised land. The journey took several years,and not 
many of those who started lived to reach their destination. 


According to the announcements from 
Constantinople, Kaiser Wilhelm wants to 
send 600,000, or twelve and . one-half 
times as many fighting meh from the 
promised land to Hgypt, but he plans to 
do it in a ‘few months. 

According to.the thirty-second chapter 
of Numbers in the Old Testament, only 
two men in thé party who left Egypt, 
lived to arrive at the end of the journey. 
If the kaiser’s prospective travelers ar- 
rived the banks of Sues in a similar 
proportion, there would be exactly 
twenty-five men on that eventful day 
when they shall meet the forces of the 
allies and attempt to destroy the canal, 
wrest Egypt from the crown of Great 
Britain and weaken British control in 
India—the three things which it is 
hoped will “congeal the fighting blood 
of the leaders of England and compel 
thém, not through force, but through 
fear, to loosen their strangle hold on the 
throat of Germany.” 

But, presumably, the majority of the 
company with Moses were pedestrians, 
although there is some mention of offi- 
clals riding on White donkeys and it is 
not beyond reason to suspect that there 
may have been camels in the party, for 


camels were probably ih Egypt at this 
time, although the monuments make no 
mention of them, which is explained by 
the scientists: who believe that such men- 
tion was forbidden. For many centu- 


ries,.at least,.camels. have been the most: 


desirable “‘motive power’’ in this region, 
as they are.today. The Sinai peninsula, 
lying between Hl Ma’an, where. the Ger- 
man emperor purposes to mass his 
troops, and the suez canal, is a place prac- 
tically without water. Even camels 
must drink and carry water for travelers 
to drink, but.they are able to go without 
it for a great length of time. They 
thrive where horses and donkeys die, but 
the rather optimistic announcement. of 
the Germans does: not’ suggest the pos- 
sibility of mounting 500,000 men on 
camels. Great armored motor cars are 
suggested as a solution to the problem 
of providing water, and presumably of 
looking out for the food supply of: this 
vast army, where there is practically no 
food and no.means of providing even 
the most essential substitutes for what 
we consider food. Arabian desert Bed- 
ouins live and thrive on a small quan- 
tity of lentils and sour cakes of greén 
wheat roasted in camel dung. But this 
diet would not suffice for 600,000 fight- 
ing. men from Europe and Asia Minor. 


The Teutonio-Turkish plan, it is an- 
nounced, is to form the basis of this eu- 
preme attack upon Suez at Aleppo. A 
part of.the distance from Constantinople 
doubtless "nay be covered in a compara- 
tively short time. Aleppo is situated in. 
the midst of the great recruiting fields 
of Asia Minor. Where there are no rail- 
roads, thousands of laborers have been 
crushing stone and paving the way for 
the horde that is expected to pass that 
way. "Over much of this distance, great 
engineering: works. have’ been going on 
for many years, and while we have no 
certain knowledge, it is likely that the 
way to Damascus has been made: com- 
paratively easy. 

From -Damascus to Medina, one of: the 
holy cities of Arabia, runs the Hejaz*or 
pilgrims’ railroad. It is a privately 
owned and privately operated road for 
the convenience of pilgrims on their way 
to the tomb of the Prophet and to Mecca, 
many days beyond, a distance that must 
be covered by camel. Many writers, ap- 
parently English sympathizers, feel. cer- 
tain that the rolling-stock of this little 
line will not be sufficient to provide 
transportation for the hundreds of thou- 


sands of men ‘who-are to be massed at 
El Ma’an, a:station less than 800 miles 
distant’ from: Damascus. -Ithas about 
8,000 inhabitants in normal times, pre- 
sumably . identical. with .the Mehunims 
mentioned: in\II Chronicles, xxvi 7. Or- 
dinarily,.only three trains a week are 
run: over, this railroad, which may. have 
given the impression that .-rolling-stock 
is scarce. Herr Diekmann, -the German 
director of this line, told’ me two years 
ago that at the. time. of Moslem: festivals 
at: Mecca, he was-able to send out trains 
from Damascus every two or‘three hours 
of the day’ and night, permitting the 
rolling-stock .to lle idle the rest -of: the 
time; when it was not: needed. This, it 
seems, would dispose of fears in the di- 
rection of quantity. 

When Russia was at. war with Japan 
her great problem was to transport men 
over the Siberian: railroad into Manchu- 


Tia. The-total number actually carried, 


when at: full: pressure, was about 40,000 
men a month. ‘Perhaps the Germans 
will be able to overcome this difficulty 
and‘ get the 600,000: men to Ma’an- by the. 
commencemént of operations in the 
spring, as.threatened. Perhaps adequate 
provision :will be made for their food jn 
this desert city so far away from all 


sources of supply. Presumably they have~ 


looked out for that or the. would not 
make. the announcements that ‘have gone 
out fronmi Constantinople. The possibili- 
ty of doing.so cannot be doubted in. view 
of other achievements of the past ‘two 
years. :

Members of both the house and sen- 
ate military committees frankly ad- 
mitted today that they had doubts 
whether a requisite force could be en- 
listed in the national guard, even un- 
der the proposed federal pay and res- 
Wiation provisions, and a growing ten- 
dency to provide for a federal army 
reserve in addition to the regular army 
and federalized national guard was 
manifest in both committees. Mem- 
bers said they favored a practical test 
of the possibility of forming a federal 
volunteer army in peace times on lines 
somewhat similar to the continental 
army plan, The apparent intention to 
abandon the continental project wholly 
was one of the causes leading up to 
the resignation of Secretary Garrison. 


Training Camp in Every District. 

The senate committee has agreed 
tentatively to a plan under which 
traifing camps would be authorized in 
every congressional district 
sufficient men volunteered 
ing under an obligation for war serv- 
ice.. The maximum force to be thus 
raised in any district would be a bat- 
talion, or substantially the same num- 
ber as propoved for the first year of 
the. Garrison continental army plan. 
The camps would be under command 
of full complements of regular army 
officers. 

This tentative plan is in addition to 
the regular army and federalized na- 
tional guard proposals, and is intended 
to reach men who would not be found 
in éither of those services. 

Representative Kahn, who has advo- 
cated an extension of the business 
men’s camp idea to all classes of citi- 
zens who would not enlist in the reg- 
ulars or the national guard, said today 
that, with 30,000 men already enrolled 
for intensive military training this 
gummer, without government aid, he 
had received assurances that fully 100,- 
000 would be available next year under 
his plan. Members of the senate com- 
mittee are understood to take a similar 
view, 

House Bill a Compromise. 


The house committee arrived at its 
regular army figures today as a com- 
promise, after suggestion of a peace 
strength of 220,000, 180,000 and 150,000 
had been voted down by narrowing 
margins. A non-partisan vote finally 
fix upon 137,000, or 2,000 more than 
recommended by the war department, 
with a provision designed to allow a 
percentage of over-enlistment in order 
to maintain that strength at all times. 
With this provision the total strength 
authorized would be 143,000. To pro- 
vide officers to carry out work of in- 
struction at schools, among militia reg- 
iments and for other special duties, 
1,000 additional men in the commis- 
sioned personnel was agreed upon, as 
against an increase of 786, proposed by 
the war department. 

The increases over the department 
figures would be in field and coast ar- 
tillery, the former being doubled over 
its present strength. A total of twelve 
regiments or 108 batteries is contem- 
Plated. The coast artillery would be 
increased to a point where regulars to 
man all mine and torpedo defenses and 
one-half the guns in fixed fortifica- 
tions would be available with an addi- 
tional complement to man the proposed 
mobile guns to be added. 

The bill also provides that a national 
guard officer from each organization be 
detailed to attend the regular army 
service schools of the proper arms, re- 
ceiving the pay of his rank in the reg- 
ular army while on such duty. It con-
